London, September 14.—< Thursday, 
Delayed.)—The plan of rationing the 
neutral countries of Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark and Holland under which no 
further licenses will be granted for the 
present to British exporters, has been 
extended to apply to the United States 
by the expedients of refusing to allow 
the Netherlands Overseas Trust to ac- 
cept further American consignments, 
and by declining to grant letters of 
assurance for American shipments des- 
tined for these countries. 

In consequence American shipments 
for Holland will be stopped absolute- 
ly, while the regular transportation 
companies trading between the United 
States and Scandinavia will not take 
cargoes without assurances of their in- 
nocent destination by the authorities. 
-‘urthermore, tramp steamers are hard- 
ly likely to.risk.the inevitable landing 
in the prize court of any cargo they 
might accept. 

Neutral diplomats here believe two 
reasons induced the British govern- 
ment to take this action. The first is 
the simplicity of the plan, which en- 
ables the government to control sup- 
plies at the source. The second ig the 
growing bill with which Great Britain 
is being pressed by neutral goveérn- 
meéenté for démurrage and other ex- 
penses Incurred by taking suspected 
ships into Kirkwall and other ports for 
examination. x 

Adjustment of Cleims. 

So far as is known, no machinery ex- 
ists at present for adjusting these 
claims, as many of these cargoes never 
actually reach the prize court. When 
shippers ask for compensation they are 
veferred to the prize court, which thus 
far has declined to consider’ their 
claims on the ground that they have 
no standing in court. 

It is expected that Washington will 
make an inquiry in regard to this mat- 
ter, especially as to the American 
schooners which were taken into Ler- 
wick and released after being detained 
for several weeks. No charges were 
preferred against them. 

Another blockade measure which 
also probably will interest Washington 
is the recent arrangement under which 
bureaus were set up in England and 
france for granting licenses for ex- 
change of goods which figure on the 
list of prohibited imports. The Amerti- 
can authorities contend that under the 
British-American commercial treaty of 
1815 such prohibitions must be o2n- 
forced against all countries equally. 
Consequently any privileges granted to 
france and not extended to the United 
‘States are held to be in violation of 
that treaty. 

Already Received Too Much. 

London, September 15.—Lord Robert 
Cecil, minister of war trade, today ex- 
plained the recent orders of the British 
government refusing to allow Holland 
to accept further consignments of ; 
American goods and refusing lette f 
assurance that American  ship#@€nts 
would reach Scandinavia. He said the 
orders applied only to certain prohibit- 
ed articles and not to trade in gen- 
eral. 

Great Britain has forbidden the ex- 
port of various articles to European 
neutrals on the ground that they have 
already received in the first’ seven 
months of this year more than an ordi- 
mary year’s supply. Lord Robert said

ON GREAT STRIKE 


Machinists’ Vote Shows 
About 75 Per Cent in Eavor 
of Sympathetic Strike in 
New York. 


New York, September 15.—Eighty 
thousand workers in crafts closely af- 
filiated with the operation of New 
York’s traction lines are expected to 
go on strike by Monday, it was an- 
nounced at the close of a meeting of a 
Central Federated union here late to- 
night. Representatives of 400,000 un- 
ionized employees were at the meeting, 
it was said, and passed a resolution 
calling on each trade to ascertain the 
sentiment of members regarding a gen- 
eral strike in sympathy with the car 
men here who quit their places Sep- 
tember 6. 

A referendum has been in prog- 
ress among many of the crafts for 
several days, and if the sympathetic 
strike is authorized, union leaders pre- 
dict, it will be the most effective blow 
that could be dealt in the carmen’s 
strike that has been in progress since 
September 6 on the elevated, subway 
and surface transportation lines of the 
city. 

The trades in which the referendum 
has been in progress, it i's said, include 
longshoremen, teamsters, power house 
employees, stationary engineers and 
firemen, and machinists. Figures were 
available tonight only from the ma- 
chinists, and it was said their vote 
Showed about 70 per cent in favor of a 
sympathetic strike. 

Blew at Morgan Interests. 

Union leaders attach much import- 
ance to the action of the machinists, 
most of whom are employed in plants 
manufacturing munitions of war for 
the entente allies, and say a strike in 
that trade would be a direct blow at 
the Morgan interests, the largest hold- 
ers of stock in the Interborough Rapid 
Transit company—J. P. Morgan & Co. 
are the fiscal agents of the British gov- 
ernment in this country. 

Several persons were injured, none 
seriously, in two traction accidents to- 
night. <A rear-end collision between 
two trains on the Third avenue ele- 
vated line. near the Fifty-ninth street 
station injured many passengers. 

Two trolley cars were in collision in 
the Bronx and four persons, one a 
patrolman on strike duty, were hurt. 
It is wald the cars were operated by 
strikebreakers., 

Car Serviee Improved. 

Although surface car service was 
much improved over previous days, 
subway and elevated trains were more 
crowded today than at any time since 
the strike was called.

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U. S. S. MEMPHIS CAST UPON THE ROCKS 

This graphic picture shows the ill-fated American warship Memphis, formerly known ag the Tennessee, high 
and fast on the honeycomb coral rocks off Santo Domingo city. It was taken on August 29, a few minutes after 
she struck, broadside on, only fifty yards from shore. At 4:30 p. m. she had been torn from her anchorage two 
miles out and started on her tragic shoreward journey by a sudden and amazing upheaval of the water unaccom- 
panied by strong wind. With each heave of the waves this 20,000-ton armored cruiser was lifted thirty feet and 
“At 4:30 a cry of alarm was raised over the situation of the Memphis,” says 
an account of the disaster. “Lifted time after time by immense waves, the cruiser was seen to be dragging her 
powerful anchors toward the shore. The great 20,000-ton warship would rear up thirty feet on the crests of the 
giant combers, each time heaving closer to the coral ledges, where they broke into foam. Soon we could make out 
the individuals on her deck as they busied themselves to avert disaster. The entire population of the city now lined 
the shore, watching the progress of this drama, so deliberate and so inevitable. The climax came at 5:10 p. m. 
A wave that seemed larger than any that had preceded it heaved and held the cruiser on its summit for a moment, 
then dashed it down with a perceptible jar on a submerged-reef within 200 yards of the dry land.” Thirty men were 


driven helplessly toward the reef.

Greece Ready to Join Allies 
When It Is to Her Advantage ~ 


To Do So, Declares Her King 


New York, September 15.—On Sep- 
tember 1 the staff correspodent of the 
Associated Press obtained an interview 
It 
is impossible to say which of the cen- 
sorships through which it passed held 
the dispatch at the time. Various re- 
ports concerning the attitude of Greece 
and King Constantine were afloat in 
the first days of the present month, but 
even London received no official dis- 
patches for several days. The inter- 
View was given about the time the en- 
tente allied fleet was taking position 
at Piraeus, the port of Athens, and rev- 
olutionary. outbreaks were reported 
taking place in Macedonia. The inter- 
view follows: 


Tatoi, “Greece, September 1.—(Via 
Paris, September 15.)—King Constan- 
tine received the correspondent of the 
Associated Press in his summer palace 
here just previous to a visit from the 
British minister at Athens. The king 
spoke of the present situation with the 
utmost frankness, although refusing to 
be directly quoted. He said that Greece 
is ready to join the entente_ allies 
whenever she could see her definite 
and certain advantage in so doing. 

The king expressed indignation that 
it could be thought by any one, much 
less published, that he is bound by 
any pledge to anyone not to make war 
he has been moved in his 
course hitherto by any reasons save 
those he conceived to be for the great- 
est good of his country. 

Advantages Not Revealed. 

He declared that the situation up to 
the Bulgarian invasion of Greek Mace- 
donia ahd Rumania’s entry into the 
“war had not revéaled with sufficient 
certainty the advantage to be gaine 
by Greece to compensate for the risk 
and unquestionable cost in lives and 
property bound to follow Greek parti- 
cipation in the war. 

King Constantine referred with par- 
ticular feeling to the fate almost cer- 


tain to overtake more than a million 
Greeks living in Asia Minor and 
Thrace in the event of Greece finding 
herself engaged in hostilities with Tur- 
key, and he pointed out that while 
those who judged Creece and himself 
harshly for what is regarded as inac- 
tion, they gave no thought to the pros- 
pect of condemning to the lot of the 
Armenians, Greek women and children 
caught in the toils of the Turks. 

Quite frankly, the king admitted 
that the presence of Bulgarians in 
Macedonia and Rumania’s entry into the 
war would greatly complicate the sit- 
uation, constituting a new element 
which might easily alter the premises 
upon which the policy of Greece hith- 
erto has been based. The king de- 
clared that all these new elements had 
to be duly considered and weighed be- 
fore Greece would be _ justified in 
changing her position, but he added 
that they now were being thought over 
and the ‘course of Greece would de- 
pend on the result of that consideration 
and on nothing else. 

Not Moment to Talk. 

With profound earnestness King Con- 
stantine stated it was not the moment 
to talk of his deciding the fate of 
Greece, nor of any political party in 
Greece, indicating the action the coun- 
try must take, but, as he put it, “the 
hour will come when we want the voice 
of the sotil of Hellas to dictate the fu- 
ture of our race.” 

The king received the correspondent 
while lying on a sofa in a darkened 
room. Physicians and nurses are still 
in attendance upon him on account of 
the fever and continual irritation of the 
wound which keeps the king confined to 
his room and in a state of constant 
physical annoyance, when not in actu- 
al pain. 

Notwithstanding. his mental anguish 
the Greek sovereign apparently is try- 
ing to see clearly the way leading to 
the salvation of his‘country under cir- 
cumstances which are altering hourly.

GERMANS FORGED 
0 YIELD GROUND 

ON O-MILE FRONT 
NORTH OF SOMME 


Three. Towns, Two Woods, 
and. Possession of Nearly 
All of the High Ground 
Between Combles and the 
Pozieres-Bapaume Road 
Falls to English. 


SUCCESS OF ATTACKERS 
IMPERILS THE THIEPVAL ‘| 
AND COMBLES POSITIONS 


Advance on Northern End 
of Front Was for Distance 
of Two Miles—More Than 
2.300 Prisoners Taken, 
Germans, Under Crown 
Prince Rupprecht, of Ba- 
varia, Fight\Stubbornly. 


Smashing the German line on @ 
front of 6 miles north of the Somme, 
in France, the British forces have made 
probably the most notable advance 
since the Anglo-French offensive be- 
gan July tt. 

Three towns, two woods and the pos- 
session of nearly all the high ground 
between Combles and the Pozieres- 
Bapaume road fell to the British. Not 
only did the Germans lose these points, 
but the British drive imperils the 
Combles and Thiepval positions, at. 
either end of the British front. The 
gaining of the high ground ‘north of 
Combles gives the British command of 
the approaches to Bapaume. 

The advance on the northern end of 
the front was for a distance of 2 miles. 
Courcelette, east of Thiepval, and north 
of the Pozieres-Bapaume road, and 
Martinpuich, south of the road, fell into 
the hands of General Haig’s men. Far- 
ther south they took Flers and the 
High wood, making secure their pos- 
session of Ginchy. The Bouleaux wood, 
north of Combles, also was lost to the 
Germans. 

The Germans under Crown Prince 
Rupprechet of Bavaria fought stubborn- 
ly to hold their ground, London says, 
and the fighting was severe all along 
the line. More than 2,300 prisoners 
were taken by the British. 

Aiding the British in the encircle- 
ment of Combles, the French have 
taken additional trenches north of Le 
Priez farm. South of the river three 
German trenches near Berry-En-San- 
terre were taken by the French, who 
also captured 200 prisoners. Berlin 
claims the repulse of British attacks 
southeast of Thiepval and of French 
efforts between Rancourt and the 
Somme.

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Mexico City, September 15.—Celebra- 
tion of the 106th anniversary of the 
Declaration of Mexican Independence 
was opened here tonight by the ring- 
ing of the Mexican Liberty bell, which 
Padre Hidalgo rang 106 years ago in 
calling the people to arms against the 
viceroys of Spain, by General Venus- 
tiano Carranza, first chief of the de 
facto government. A large and en- 
thusiastic crowd surrounded the 
grounds of the national palace during 
the ceremony. 

At 11 o’clock tonight General Car- 
arnza appeared on the balcony over the 
main gate of the palace and opened 
the celebration, repeating as he pealed 
the bell the customary-words, “Viva 
Mexico” and “Viva Libertad.” The 
crowd roared back, “Viva Carranza!” 
and “Viva Independencia!” 

The ceremonies were concluded by 
brief exchanges of felicitations within 
the palace between Carranza and mem- 
bers of his cabinet and the diplomatic 
corps.

Plan for Joint American-Mex- 
ican Police Force Has 
Been Abandoned. 


New London, Conn., September 15.——A 
suggestion that the Mexican govern- 
ment create a constabulary for border 
duty similar to the rurales of the Triaz 


session of the American-Mexicar joint 
commission, concluding the second 
week of its deliberations. Apparently 
the plan for a joint police force, pro- 
viously discussed, was abandoned as 
impracticable after the commissioners 
had conferred with Major General Bliss, 
assistant chief of staff of the United 
States army. 

The three Mexican commissioners left 
for New York tonight to join in the 
celebration there tomorrow of the Mcx- 
ican national holiday, arranged by coii- 
eular officials. 

General Bliss, it was learned, made 

to the joint comm™szion today a2 dis- 
assionate statement of the situaiion 
e€ believed would follow § ctteneral 
Pershing’s withdrawal from Mexicc be- 
fore a properly constituted constabu- 
lary is created to relieve his troops. I[t 
is understood he pointed out the diffi- 
culty of creating a border police under 
dual authority. 

There is reason to believe the Amer!- 
can commissioners have sought to im- 
press their Mexican conferees with a 
view that Mexico must recognize a re- 
sponsibility for the depredations her 
nationals may commit on the border if 
g00d relations are to be unimpaired. 
The whole question of creating a non- 
military police force to hunt down ban- 
dits in their hill retreats is based on 
this feeling, and it is believed the sug- 
gestion that the Carranza government 
undertake this task for itselt as an in- 
ternational obligation came from the 
Mexican commissioners. 

The theory is that a force of care- 
fully selected mounted police could be 
disposed in small posts in the hill coun- 
try. The chase would become an indi- 
vidual pursuit rather than a military 
movement, which becomes ineffective 
if the bandits’. scatter. The police 
would check up the comings and go- 
ings of every man in a suspected com- 
munity. Moving swiftly and unham- 
pered by women camp followers, who 
form the commissary of a Mexican mil- 
itary force, the rurales, it is believed, 
could do much toward putting a perma- 
nent check on brigandage. 

The questfon of Mexico’s responsi- 
bility to protect the American border 
will be discussed next week. The 
American commissioners are disposed 
not to stand upon any technicality of 
laws, but to deal with the situation as 
one of fact, taking into consideration 
Mexico’s social and economic condi- 
tions. 

Other questions it has been planned 
to discuss next week are plans for the 
consideration of claims of American 
citizens against Mexico, allegations of 
American property owners in Mexico 
that their property is being confiscated 
by executive taxation or by decrees 
providing for forfeitures; the right 
claimed by the government to take 
over lands owned by foreigners on the

How America Will Suffer. 


Washington, September 15.—In the 
absence of information detailing what 
commodities are affected by the new 
British restrictions on American trade 
with Holland and the Scandinavian 
countries, officials here are uncertain 
just how heavily American exporters 
will suffer. Steps to secure this infor- 
mation had been taken tonight, and it 
was indicated that should any sweep- 
ing extension of restrictive measures 
be revealed it would be regarded as a 
serious development in the controversy 
over the legality of allied blockade 
methods. 

No report on the new order has come 
through official channels, but today’s 
news dispatches regarding it were 
called immediately to the attention of 
the British embassy by state depart- 
ment officials with informal inqutries 
as to the purpose and scope of the 
proposal. It was said a similar investi- 
gation would be made through the 
American embassy at London. 

Officials expressed much concern 
over the first report that the new or- 
der would completely cut off trade 
with Holland and seriously cripple that 
with the. Scandinavian countries. In 
some quarters it was suggested that 
the present was a particularly inoppor- 
tune time for promulgating such a de- 
cree, with Secretary Lansing studying 
intricacies of the new legislation by 
which the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment is empowered to take drastic 
retaliatory action against nations inter- 
fering with American trade.

LLOYD-GEORGE DEFENDS 
CENSORSHIP OF MAILS 


Denies That Anything Is Being 
Done to Injure Honest Amer-_ 
ican Business Interests.

London, September 16.—David Lioyd- 
George, British secretary for war, to- 
day gave the Associated Press the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“There appears to be a deliberate 
campaign, set on foot in the United 
States by German agents, to throw 
dowbt on the good faith ofehis majes- 
ty’s government in regard to the use 
of information obtained through the 
censorship. 

“These German agents, with whost 
underground methods of working we 
are quite familiar, appear now to have 
resurrected my statement in the house 
of commons on August 8, although that 
statement was fully explained by Lord 
Robert Cecil, minister of war trade, on 
August 9, and most explicit assurances 
on the same subject were given by him 
in a latter interview on August 25. 

“In spite of this; these propogan- 
dists are trying to dress ou{ mv state- 
ment as something new, nullifying Lord 
Robert Cecil’s assurances which follow- 
ed it. Let me now say on behalf of 
the military authorities what has al- 
ready been said on behalf of the for- 
eign office—that when information is 
passed on by the censorship to other 
departments it is for the sole purpose 
of guiding the action of the govern- 
ment in the conduct of the war. 

_“For instance, when we get informa- 
tion that an American firm, to whom 
the foreign office has given a permit 
for the export of certain goods from 
Rotterdam, on the ground that these 
goods had been paid for before the war, 
ls using that permit fraudulently, as 
frequenily has been the case, we pass 
the information on to the foreign of- 
fice in order that they may cancel the 
permit. 

“Again, when we find that a neutral 
firm is using British benking facili- 
ties for the purpose of trading. with 
our enemies and is deceiving the Brit- 
ish banks in question as to the real 
purpose of the transaction, we pass 
that information on to the proper de- 
partment in order that they may refuse 
to license the transaction. Or, again, 
if we learn that a shipment of contra- 
band ostensibly from one neutral firm 
to another is really destined for the 
enemy, we see that the contraband 
committee gets that information. 

“That, frankly stated, is what we do. 
But we affirm, and challenge anyone to 
deny it, that honest business interests 
and trade secrets of an American mer- 
chant or manufacturer are as safe in 
the hands of the military censors and 
of every other government department 
as they are in the hands of the Ameri- 
can postoffice.” 


In the house of commons August 8 
Mr. Lloyd-George, in answer to ques- 
tions concerning the use made of a lJet- 
ter written by a neutral manufacturer 
and examined by the military censor, 
said, ee to The London Times’ 
report of the debate, that the letter in 
question was not stopped in the sense 
that it was not allowed to proceed to 
its destination. “But,” the war secre- 
tary added, “it is, of course, the prac- 
tice to communicate to the public de- 
partment concerned any information on 
matters public interest which may be 
obtained through the censorship, for 
such use to be made of it as the par- 
ticular department may consider de- 
sirable. This was done in thi sinstance.”’ 

Lord Robert Cecil in his statement 
of August 9 said that neutral corre- 
spondence in no single instance had 
been used to assist British competition 
with peaceful neutral commerce. In 
his statement to the Associated Press 
August 25, Lord Robert reiterated that 
data from trade letters had been used 
solely for government purposes, ‘“‘and 
never for the purpose of substituting 
allied trade for neutral trade.”

RATE HEARING ADIOURNS 
UNTIL OCTOBER SECOND 


After Considering Proposed 
Rate on Stoves Commis- 
sion Takes Recess. 


The state railroad commission at the 
conclusion of the hearing Friday after- 
noon adjourned the hearing upon the 
petition of the railroads of Georgia for 
a general revision of intrastate rates 
until October 2. 

The commission will then sit in this 
hearing until October 6 and from Oc- 
tober 9 until October 13, inclusive, fur- 
ther than which dates for sittings have 
not been announced. It will likely 
take the carriers until November 1 to 
complete the presentation of their tes- 


timony. There will then be a recess 
until the shippers and others opposing 
the proposed rates or any portion of 
them shall have had sufficient time to 
prepare their answer. It ill then likely 
take the opposition a month to put in 
their answer. 

At the afternoon session Friday C. 
McD. Davis, general freight agent of 
the Atlantic Coast Line, explained the 
proposed special commodity rates of 
the carriers upon petroleum and petro- 
leum products, including benzine, gaso- 
line and coal oil. Mr. Davis proposed a 
rate for these commodities on a parity 
with the interstate rates effective Jan- 
uary 1, 1916, by the fourth section or- 
der of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 


Lawyers Clash. 


A statement of Mr. Davis precipi- 
tated a heated argument between Mer- 
rel Callaway, chief counsel for the rail- 
roads, and W. A. Wimbish, counsel for 
the Georgia Shippers’ association, when 
Mr. Davis was thaced on cross-examl- 
nation. 

Mr. Caskie, also representing the 
shippers, desired to know how the pro- 
posed rates would help Savannah. 

Mr. Davis replied that it would fur- 
nish a relatively lower rate from Sa- 
vannah than from other south Atlantic 
ports to Georgia ports, and that it 
would be to the interest of Savannah 
to build up business of the shippers of 
petroleum and petroleum products. 

Mr. Wimbish, taking the witness, 
wanted to know if, really, the only 
interests to be benefited would not be 
the railroads. When Mr. Davis, answer- 
ing a question as to the rates to Ma- 
con, volunteered information as to the 
rates to Albany, he was interrupted 
by Mr. Wimbish, who stated that all 
he was interested in was an answer 
to his question, and that Mr. Davis 
might volunteer anything else he want-

Says Wimbish Is Discourteous.

Mr. Wimbish objected warmly, and 
Chairman Candler asserted that this 
controversy was purely argumentative 
and not relative, to which Mr. Calla- 
way agreed with the statement that— 

“Mr. Wimbish was trying to make a 
grandstand play.” 

This’ drew the hot reply from Mr. 
Wimbish that he “did not make grand- 
stand plays.”’ 

A mild sensation was created when 
Mr. Wimbish, in feply to the chair- 
man’s question as to how the proposed 
future hearings met his convenience, de- 
clared that the commission in admit- 
ting so much detail from the carriers 
was “unfair to itself, and—pardon me— 
to the state.” 

Mr. Wimbish declared that, while he 
was willing to submit to the will of 
the commission as to hearings, there 
was no necessity for the mass of detail 
which the carriers were submitting and 
that their testimony might be mate- 
rially cut without detriment to their 
case.

7HE SOUTH IN LUCK. 


Notwithstanding this is not a bumper 
“crop year the country over, according to 
agricultural reports just gathered and dis- 
seminated by the federal government, the 
south is in luck for two reasons. In the 
first place, with a crop of cotton just 
slightly below normal, there is promised 
the best price for it received since the civil 
war, and after that the farmers of this sec- 
tion have made more food supplies at home 
for man and beast than ever before in their 
history. 

Discussing the crop reports just issued 
from Washington by the National Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, The Boston Transcript 
Bays: 


Not a bumper year, agriculturally, is 
this year of 1916, according to the esti- 
mates in the government’s September crop 
report. The hot August has pulled down 
the estimated total of every 
cept hay, tobacco and rice. 
crop is estimated at 611,000,000 bushels, 
against 1,012,000,000 bushels last year—a 
sinaller total crop than in any year since 
1904. Corn is 67,000,000 bushels behind 
last year, oats 43,000,000 bushels behind. 
and potatoes 46,000,000 bushels behind. 
For the first time in many years, the 
t'nited States produces only enough wheat 
for its own normal consumption, leaving 
nothing to export. England is already 
endeavoring to anticipate this condition 
by buying wheat in Argentina. But Ar- 
gentina, whose normal productiun of 
wheat is below that of our single state of 
North Dakota, cannot supply the Englisn 
demand. Broadly speaking, this short- 
age is likely to tell on the hungry popu- 
lations of Kurope more severely than on 
ourselves—although western Europe is 
anticipating a relief from the shortage 
through the prospective opening of the 
Bosphorus and Dardanelles, and the con- 
sequent dumping tupon its markets of a 

- great accumulation of Russian wheat. ‘A 
high price is likely to compensate our 
western farmers tor a short crop; the de- 
ficiency in the corn crop is not serious, 
and the general agricultural balance will 
be raised by the unprecedented produc- 
tion of hay, tobacco and rice. 


It is apparent in the first place that we 
shall have enough, and more than enough, 
to take care of ourselves, even though prices 
of food products may rule somewhat higher 
than usual. It is clear, in' the second place, 
that it is more than ever up to England and 
the allies to open the Dardanelles to pro- 
tect themselves in the matter of their food 
supplies. 

While they can get the American sur- 
plus and that of Argentina, these two com- 
bined will not come anywhere near filling 
their wants for the next twelve months. 
Short production and allied demand will 
necessarily make prices rule high for Amer- 
ican products. 

in all of this scarcity and high price 
situation, the south is better prepared to 
take care of itself than ever. Its cotton, 
with a yield somewhat short of normal, is 
bringing the best price known in more than 
a quarter of a century; while its food pro- 
duction has been such that it will have to 
spend comparatively little cash to make up 
the deficit. 

The south is truly walking on a velvet 
carpet whose nap will grow thicker and 
thicker as the fall and winter seasons pro-

FEEDING THE GLNS. 

To keep the shells flying at the war 
fronts even the poorer classes of Europe 
are contributing of their scant means—tax- 
ing their very poverty to the limit. 

For a time they hid their little savings 
against the “rainy day” in out-of-the-way 
places; but when their country’s need was 
made plain to them, they placed their all 
_ in circulation. 

One poor woman, who had sold all she 
possessed of value to help swell the war 
fund, said that since it had to be, she gave 
it willingly, for the war had taught even the 
poor how to do without common comforts— 
@ war which at least would leave them a 
grave to rest in! |. aN 

That is from the viewpoint of the bur- 
dened, war-taxed, patriotic poor; but the 
nobility and the well-to-do middle classes 
are now feeling the pinch of war in greater 
degree than ever. The Boston Transcript 
says there is a furniture auction every week 
in London and Paris, and hard-pressed 
noblemen are clearing off their heirlooms to

furniture and objects of art have been sold

“In a sense,” 
says The Transcript, “Europe is paying for 
bomb shells with old furniture!” Here is 
the situation, and the philosophy of it- 


It is a curious process. Bomb shells 
have no intrinsic value, no value of use; 
they represent mere destruction. Nor 
does antinque furniture bought at a price 
far beyond its mere value for the purpose 
of sitting down upon, possess intringic 
worth. A chair for which $4 is paid may 
be exactly as good for that purpose as 4 
rare Chippendale worth $1,000. So the 
process is an exchange of luxuries—the 
luxury of death for the luxury of refine- 
ment. But how vastly to the advantage 
of America it is—that we, in return for, 
say $12,000,000 “worth” of engines of de- 
struction, which may be razing European 
towns to the ground, should scatter 
through all our homes of wealth the most 
beautiful furniture that the world ever 
produced! 


The nobility of Europe may be able to 
stand the constant drain on their resources, 
and the homes of the wealthy of America 
may be enriched as indicated, but the pity 
of it is that the poor of Europe feel the 
heavy hand of war to such a great extent— 
no less patriotic than their rich brethren 
of the nobility. 

Rich and poor have come to see things 
in the light of the English sentiment that 
no one suffers—no one dies, if the country 
lives! 

So it is all upon the altar of country, 
giving freely to a war which may only 
grant them a grave!

Judge Gilbert has presided for a decade 
as judge of the superior court of the Musco- 
gee circuit, and his service on that bench 
has been characterized by an honest, able 
and fearless effort to enforce the law. 

Judge Gilbert served his people long and 
well in the general assembly, and after- 
wards as solicitor general, making a rec- 
ord in both positions that called him to the 
judgeship. 

There are few men in Georgia who have 
more personal friends than Judge Gilbert, 
and his designation by the governor to the 
vacancy on the supreme bench will be 
warmly applauded as an appointment well 
made and worthily bestowed. 


MR. HUGHES’ INCONSISTENCY. 


Inconsistency on the part of a man of 
supposedly judicial temperament is the 
more to be wondered at. 

Justice Hughes, who left the supreme 
court to become the republican presiden- 
tial candidate, is very much disturbed over 
the fact, according to his speeches appeal- 
ing for votes, that republicans should have 
been displaced for offices with democrats 
under a democratic atministration. 

In cases of this sort the record at times 
is not uninteresting. The New York World 
has proceeded to secure the following direct 
from the Civil Service Reform association. 
and this record shows that Mr. Hughes, in 
his own comparatively brief political ca- 
reer, did some displacing himself. The 
World says: 


Albert de Roode, for six years assist- 
ant secretary of the Civil Service Reform 
association and now its counsel, shows 
from the records that Mr. Hughes as gov- 
ernor ordered 218 civil service exemptions 
in less than four years, as against 182 
exemptions in Odell’s four years and six- 
ty-two in Higgins’ two years. In addi- 
tion, under the Hughes administration 
there were 345 “special exemptions.” with 
$1,076,249.88 compensation, where appgint- 
ments were made to competitive positio.is 
without examinations. The publie serv- 
ice commissions, created under Governor 
Hughes, served as dispensers of over 
$1,000,000 in = spoils. During the first 
year of the operation of the law sixty- 
seven positions were exempted by Mr, 
Hughes.

Voices in the Street. 


(From The London /Times.) 

On a summer evening two years ago I 
was sitting in a house in a London thorough- 
fare—a street for the privilege of living in 
which people people pay large sums of money. 
I suddenly became aware that I was sur- 
rounded not by peace and repose, but by 
the most hideous uproar and cacophony. Ev- 
ery kind of painful noise—groans, hoots, 
sounds like the squealing of pigs and the dy- 
ing utterances of animals in torture—rent the 
air; in other words, the fashionable world 
was going out to dinner, and- these noises 
were the sounds of its motor cars. In one 
minute by my watch I counted no fewer 
than seventy-four different hoots or squeals 
from motor cars; and with increase or abate- 
ment at certain hours, this state of affairs 
went on all day and half the night. 

The other day I was sitting at the same 
hour in the same place; and I heard—voices 
in the street. There was no other regular sound. 
Now and then a taxi or a motor would hoot 
by the corner; but it was a rare enough 
event for one’s attention to be arrested by 
the approaching murmur and buzz of the ma- 
chine and to listen for its vanishing again 
into the silence, In the intgrvals the ab- 
sence of vehicular traffic made it possible 
for one to hear quite far away down the 
Street the sounds of voices and ringing 
laughter. 

it was only then that I realized how rare 
a thing ordinarily it is to hear human voices 
in the streets of London. A great blanket of 
sound once covered and obliterated every- 
thing. The clip-clop of the hansom cab and 
the jingling of heavy horse vehicles in time 
gave place to the droning and buzzing and 
whining of internal combustion engines and 
their gears—and above such commotion no 
merely human sounds are audible. The 
steady draining away of nonessential traffic 
has enormously reduced the volume of sound; 
and now, with the restriction on the petrol 
supply added, the streets in certain parts of 
London have become as quiet as those in a 
country town. So much so that, as you walk 
through the West End of London anywhere 
between Pimlico and Marvlebone on a fine 
night, you will find street after street in which 
the principal sounds to be heard are those of 
footsteps and voices.

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Series of Successes Won in 
Macedonia--Bulgars Driven 
Nine Miles— Many Prison- 
ers and Guns Captured. 


Heavy strokes are being delivered by 
General Sarrail’s forces against the 
Bulgarians on the Macedonian front, 
with marked success, according to Par- 
is. - Victories have been won by the 
Serbians, French and British. 

The official statement indicates that 
the most serious defeat was adminis- 
tered by the Serbians, who drove the 
Bulgarians back nine miles after sev- 
eral days’ fighting west of Lake Os- 
trovo, capturing many prisoners and 
25 cannon. 

The French and British drove at the 
Bulgarian center on both sides of the 
Vardar, the French taking positions a 
mile long and half a mile deep east 
of the river and the British carrying 
important positions west of the stream. 


ALLIES WINNING 
AGAINST BULGARS. 


Paris, September 15.—The entente al- 
lies have won a series of successes on 
the Macedonian front, the war office 
announced today. French, British and 
Serbian forces, operating at different 
points, have broken through the Buiga- 
rian defenses. The French have cap- 
tured positions half a mile deep over a 
front of a mile. 

A brilliant victory for the Serbians 
over the Bulgarians was scored after 
a battle lasting several days west of 
Lake Ostrovo near the western end of 
the fighting front. 

The British success was effected west 
of the Vardar, near the center of the 
entente front, where they captured im- 
portant positions. The lines forced by 
the French were in the east of the 
Vardar. 

The Serbians captured 25 cannon and 
a large number of prisoners as yet UL- 
counted. 

The Bulgarians after their defeat, 
says the statemént, retired for a dis- 
tance of nine miles. 

The statement follows: 

“From the Struma to Lake Doiran the 
cannonade continues everywhere on 
both sides. tI is rather spirited in the 
mountainous region of Belles. 

“On the left bank of the Vardar Brit- 
ish troops delivered a violent attack 
against the Bulgarians, who were sup- 
ported by contingents of German infan- 
try. This terminated to the advantage 
of the RBritish. Makukovo was taken 
by assault, as well as two points north 
of this locality, where the British es- 
tablished themselves solidly. One hun- 
dred prisoners and about ten machine 
guns were captured by them. 

“To the right of the Vardar the 
French troops took enemy trenches 
along a front of 1,000 metres to a 
depth of about 800 metres. 

“East of the Corna the Serbians con- 
tinue to advance toward Vetrenik and 
Kajeckalan, west of Lake Ostrovo. The 
battle was under way for several days 
between the Serbian army and impor- 
tant Bulgarian forces. It resulted ina 
very brilliant success for our allies. 
Gornizevo was carried at the point of 
the bayonet, as well as the greater 
portion of Malkanize crest.

During these 
actions the Serbians captured 25 can- 
non and took a great number of pris- 
oners, the number of which has not 
been ascertained. 

“On our left wine Franco-Russian 
forces completely cleared out Bulgarian 
bands which had advanced as far as 
Koyani, from the entire region south 
of Lake Ostrovo for a distance of 60 
kilometres. 

“Four French aeroplanes dropped nu- 
merous bombs on Sofia and, continuing 
their voyage, landed at Bucharest.” 


London, September 15.—An Exchange 
Telegraph dispatch from Saloniki says 
the victory won by the Serbians has 
compelled the Bulgarians to retreat. 

The Serbians are reported to have 
captured m than twenty field guns. 
They took the ‘Rulgarian positions at 
Malkanidze, northwest of Lake Ostro- 
vo, the dispatch says, whereupon the 
Bulgarians retired in the direction of 
Florina. 

The Bulgarians also are said to be 
retreating from positions further south. 


BERLIN ADMITS

GERMAN TRENCHES. 


Paris, September 15.—North of the 
Somme the French forces today took 
a system of trenches 500 metres deep 
from the Germans north of the Le 
Priez farm, thus, with the aid of the 
British, rendering the eneirclement of 
the town of Combles closer, says the 
war office communication issued to- 
night. 

It is added that near Berny-En-San- 
tere, south of the Somme, three Ger- 
man trenches and 200 prisoners, five of 
them officers, were captured. Success- 
ful aviation operations also were car- 
ried out on the Somme front. 

The communication says: 

“North of the Somme we accomplish- 
ed an advance north of Le Priez farm, 
where we took a system of trenches to 
a depth of 500 metres. This advance, 
in connection with the British opera- 
tions, marks the beginning of the en- 
circling of Combles. 

“There was some lively fighting to- 
day east of the Bethune road and north 
of Bouchavesnes, during which we en- 
larged our positions. 

“South of the Somme two attacks, be- 
gun at 4 p. m., in the sector of Denie- 
court, Berny, brought us considerable 
gains. East of Deneicourt a_e trench 
strongly held by the enemy and a 
small wood were captured after a 
guick fight. 

“Northeast of Berny three trenches 
were succesfully conquered by us. We 
took 200 prisoners and ten machine 
guns. The latest advices say that the 
Sround won this afternoon is covered 
with German dead. 

“On the remainder of the front the 
day was relatively calm, except in the 
sectors of Thiaumont, Fleury and 
Vaux-Chapitre, where the artillery duel 
continues sharply. 


In Aviation Field. 


“Aviation: Our aviators on the 
Somme front distinguished themselves, 
particularly in numerous combats 
above the enemy’s lines. Lieutenant 
Guynemer felled his sixteenth, Lieu- 
tenant Nungesser his twelfth, Lieu- 
tenant. Hturtaux his sixth and Lieu- 
tenant de Rothefort his sixth aircraft, 
while in a recent fight it is confirmed 
that Lieutenant de Ullin won his sixth 
victory. Two other German machines 
were attacked at close range and com- 
pelled to descend, seriously damaged. 
“On the Verdun front one enemy ma- 
ine was felled north of Douaumont.

GERMAN TRENCHES 
CAPTURED. 


Paris, September 15.—North of the 
Somme the French last night captured 
a series of German trenches and ad- 
vanced as far as the village of Ran- 
court, the war office announced today. 
On the Verdun front two German at- 
tacks were repulsed. 

The statement follows: 

“North of the Somme: At the close 
of vesterday evening our troops in an 
attack, carried out with dash, took by 
assault a group of German trenches 
south of Rancourt and pushed for- 
ward parties to the edge of the vil- 
lage. In the night the Germans re- 
newed their attack in the region east 
of Clery. All their efforts were de- 
feated with sanguinary losses. Espe- 
cially in an attack made near the 
southern extremity of Hill 76 the enemy 
sustained heavy losses, 

‘South of the Somme we 
pulsed a grenade attack 
Berny-en-Santerre. 

‘Between the Oise and 
surprise attack was delivered against 
the enemy's trenches in the region of 
Autreches, enabling us to inflict Josses 
on the Germans and take some prison- 
ers. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun front) the enemy attempted 
twice to attack our lines west of the 
Fort Vaux road. Our machine gun 
fire drove him back to hi's trenches. 
The night was calm everywhere else.” 


GERMAN THIRD LINE 
BROKEN BY BRITISH 
ON SOMME FRONT 


London, September 15.—The greater 
part of the Bouleaux wood, High wooed 
and the towns of Flers, Martinpuich 
and Courcelette have been taken by 
the British, who also have captured 
all the high ground be.ween Combles 
and the Pozieres-Bapaume road, ac- 
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taken, Rome reports, together|lette have fallen into our hands. The 


enemy fought stubbornly to retain his 
ground. 

“Over 2,300 prisoners already 
been passed back, including 65 
cers, six of them being battalion 
manders. 

“Our air service today maintained 
a constant successful co-operation with 
our artillery and infantry. Frequent 
accurate reports have been furnished 
of the course of the battle. Hostile 
artillery and i ntry have been ef- 
fectually gauged by our aeroplanes 
with machine gun fire. Many bomb- 
ing attacks were carried out against 
hostile aerodromes, and railway sta- 
tions, in the course of which troop 
trains were hit and transport and rail- 
way sidings were attacked with ma- 
chine gun fire. 

“Another German kite balloon was 
brought down. The total number of 
hostiie aeroplanes destroyed today wa'’s 
thirteen. Nine others were driven down 
in a damaged condition. Four of our 
machines are missing.” 

Preceding this morning’s extensive 
offensive movement the British last 
night drove forward, southeast of 
Thiepval, and captured about 1,000 
yards of German trenches, including 
a strongly fortified position. 

The statement: follows: 

“Last night enemy trenches south- 
east of Thiepval on a front of about 
1,000 yards, including the strongly de- 
fended locality known as the “Wunder 
Werk,’ were captured by our troops. 

“This morning we attacked the én- 
emy on a front extending from Bou- 
leaux wood to north of the Albert- 
Bapaume road, a distance of about 
six miles. Considerable successes al- 
ready have been obtained. Our troops 
have advanced some 2,000 to 3,000 yards 
at various places and the attack is 
progressing satisfactorily. 

“A large number of prisoners has 
been taken. 

‘In this attack we employed for the 
first time a new type of heavy armored 
car, which proved of considerable util- 
ity. 

“Much aerial fighting has’ taken 
place. Four hostile machines were 
brought down in flames and at least 
four others were driven down damaged. 
One hostile kite balloon was brought 
down last night. 

“Our aeroplanes co-operated with the 
advance of our infantry from a low 
altitude, firing on the enemy on the 
ground. 

“Bombs were succe'ssfuily dropped on 
three headquarters of the enemy. The 
railway station at Bapaume was also 
successfully bombed, mueh_ railway 
stock being damaged and one train de- 
stroyed.”’ ° 


THIRD LINE 
SMASHED. 


London, September 15.—The British 
in their offensive along the Somme 
have broken the German third line of 
defense and have taken the village of 
Flers, 2 miles north of Ginchy, accord- 
ing to reports received by Reuter’s 
Telegram company today. British 
forces are also reported to have gain- 
ed the outskirts of Martinpuich, a mile 
and a half east of Pozieres, the reports 
add. 

The dispatch dated at the 
front in France says: 

“Today our troops in a great assault 
have broken through the enemy’s third 
line of defense. It is, reported that 
Flers is in our hands, ahd that our in- 
fantry is advancing further in the di- 
rection of Morval (about 2 miles east 


of Ginchy). | 

“On our left we are at the moment in 
the outskirts of Martinpuich, and to 
the right we have moved forward 
along the whole line, encircling High 
wood and occupying the main part of 
Bouleaux wood. 

“Our men are filled with the spirit of 
victory and in several parts of the line 
the enemy is fleeing back to the next 
line of defense. : ; 

“Prisoners are coming in fast. About 
500 are already in cages and others are 
being brought down from the battle- 
field.”’ 


ARMORED CAR 
USED BY BRITISH. 


British Front in France, September 
15.—(Via London.)—This morning at 
dawn the British made the most pow- 
erful general attack, ‘supported by the 
heaviest volume of shell fire, ‘since that 
of July 1, when the grand offengive be- 
gan. The attacking front extends over 
six miles, from the region of Theipval 
to the junction with the French army 
on the right, of practically the entire 
line of the British advance of the last 
ten weeks. 

Having gained the whole ridge from 
the east of Thiepval through Ginchy, 
and all the old German second line 
fortifications, the British made their 
next step, a broad stride down the hili 
against the newly constructed German 
third line. As the ceaseless British 
artillery fire had not permitted them 
to dig elaborate dug-outs anid other 
defenses, the Germans became more 
dependent on their artillery for de- 
fense. They have in front of the Brit- 
ish, from Grandcourt to Ginchy, 1,099 
guns, or 150 to the mile. Thus today 
still’ another record has been made in 
volume of projectiles thrown by 
either side. 

Aside from their increased artillery 
fire, the British brought into action for 
the first time today a new type of ar- 
mored car, capable, because of its pow- 
erful traction, of crossing trenches and 
shell craters. As it moved along in 
support of the infantry charges, thev 
cheered it, even in the midst of shell 
fire. M@here has been nothing more 
wonderful even in this war than the 
spectacle of its advance toward the 
German line. It seems to have played 
an important part in the sweep for- 
ward which at the present writing, at 1 
o'clock in the afternoon, has gained the 
village of Flers, brought the British 
to the edge of Martinpuich and put 
the bloody shambles of High wood and 
Devil’s wood, for which two most de-- 
termined enemies made the hardest 
struggle in the history of the British 
‘ y, well behind the advancing ranks 
of khaki. 

The British also are close to the vil- 
lage of Courcelette. They have taken 
“Wunder Work” redoubt, in the Thiep- 
val region. which belonged to the ol 
first line fortifications. The Germans 
had aimed to make it impenetrable.

BUCHAREST 
STATEMENT, 


Bucharest, September 15.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—An official communication deal- 
ing with September 14 operations on 
the north and northwestern fronts, 
Says: 

“At Meagra, in the Maros valley, we 
captured a depot of munitions and 
equipments. Our troops advanced in 
the middle region of the Olt (Aluta) 
river and occupied the positions of 
Barsaolt, Bogata and Olterna. South of 
Sibia we captured an armored train. 

“In Dobrudja there is violent fight- 
ing on the whole front. 

‘The German press circulates state- 
ments accusing the Rumanian troops 
operating in Dobrudja with acts of 
cruelty against the Bulgarian popula- 
tion. It is hardly necessary to deny 
these false assertions, which are in- 
tended to divert attention from the 
atrocities the Bulgarians have commit- 
ted on wounded prisoners and Ruma- 
nian inhabitants elsewhere. The Bul- 
garian army is no stranger to the repu- 
tation gained by the violence it com- 
mitted against neighboring Balkan 
states without exception during recent 
wars.”

Rome, September 15.—(Via Lgndon.) 
Capture by the Italians of Austr an po- 
sitions on the Isonzo front and in the 
Trentino near Monte Cauriel was an- 
nmounced officially today.

“Between the heads of the Vane and 
Fiemme valleys our attacks were dl- 
rected toward extending possession of 
the crest northeast of Monte Cauriel. 
We are proceeding satisfactorily, not- 
withstanding the _ difficulty of the 
ground and the stubborn resistance of 
the enemy. 

“Yesterday the enemy's artillery kept 
under violent fire without result the 
positions we captured recently on Mon- 
te Lagazuoi and in the Travenanzes 
and Boite valleys. 

“On the lower Isonzo yesterday our 
heavy artillery and heavy trench mor- 
tar batteries kept up an ‘intense fire 
against the enemy’s lines east of Go- 
rizia and on the Carso. While torren- 
tial rains were falling in the afternoon 
we stormed positions east of Vallone, 
taking some lines of entrenchments. We 
captured 2,117 prisoners, including 71 
officers and some machine guns and 
trench mortars yesterday. 

“One of our aeroplane squadrons in 
an aerial fight succeeded in bringing 
down two enemy aeroplanes off Pan- 
zano.”

Prince Frederick William of Hesse 
was a nephew of Emperor William. He 
was born’ in 1893 at Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, the eldest son of Prince Fred- 
erick Charles of Hesse and Princess 
Margaret, sister of the German emper- 
or. He was reported wounded in the 
fighting in France in September, 1914. 

Prince Frederick William is the sec- 
ond prince of the house of Hesse to 
be killed, Prince Maximilien falling on 
a French battlefield in October, 1914. 
Seven other German princes have been 
killed, two of Saxe-Meiningen, three of 
Lippe, one of Reuss, and one of Wal- 
deck. 


SWEDEN IN QUARREL 
WITH ENTENTE ALLIES 


Paris, September 15.—The French 
government has instructed the minis- 
ter at Stockholm to join with the other 
entente ministers in presenting a 
friendly but firm note to Sweden in re- 
gard to its policy of neutrality. 

The note takes issue with the posi- 
tion of Sweden in distinguishing pe- 
tween submarines for war and those 
for commerce, which the French gov- 
ernment affirms has “an effect contra- 
ry to neutrality, since the Swedish na- 
val forces would hesitate to attack a 
German submarine in Swedish waters 
under the pretext that it might be a 
commercial submarine, whereas there 
would be no similar hesitation in deal- 
ing with a submarine of the allies be- 
cause they have no commercial subma- 
rines.

London, September 15.—The crew of 
the Dutch steamer Antwerpen which 
was reported sunk on September 15, 
has been landed at Plymouth, accord- 
ing to a dispatch to Lloyds. 

The Antwerpen was a vessel of 11.- 
300 tons and belonged to the S@andard 
Uil company. She was built at New- 
port News and was on her maiden voy- 
age to London from Bayonne, N. J. 


London, September 15.—The captain 
and crew of the British steamer Coun- 
sellor have been landed here.

GREEK ARMY CORPS 
GOING TO GERMANY 


Troops Stationed at Kavala to 
Be Transported—tTerrible 
Conditions in Kavala. 


Berlin, September 15.—(By Wireless 
to Sayville.)—The Vossische Zeitung 
says that the officers of the fourth 
Greek army corps which is to be trans- 
ported from Kavala, Greece, to Ger- 
many, will be accompanied by their 
families, thus preventing the starving 
of women and children by the entente. 

Official announcement was made in 
Berlin yesterday of the plan to trans- 
port to Germany Greek troops sta- 
tioned at Kavala at the time of the 
Bulgarian occupation of eastern Mace- 
donia. 

The announcement said the troops, 
cut off from communication with Ath- 
ens by the entente forces, were suffer- 
ing from disease and lack of food and 
that they would be taken to Germany 
as neutrals. Athens dispatches said 
1,500 Greek soldiers had been re- 
eree from Kavala on warships of the 
allies, 


London, September 15.—A Reuter dis- 
patch from Amsterdam says that all 
the German newspapers welcome the 
fourth Greek army corps as guests and 
praise the loyalty of the men to King 
Constantine. In their action is seen a 
desire on that part of the Greek people 
to remain neutral. 

Terrible Conditions in Kavala. 

Athens, September 15.—(Via London.) 
The Margarete, the boat in which 
Baron von Schenk, head of the Ger- 
man propaganda in Greece, was sent 
to Kavala to be turned over to the 
Bulgarians, arrived with 1,000 refugees 
who were in the most pitiable condi- 
tion. They had been without food 
since Sunday and were packed in the 
ship like sardines. The refugees said 
that a German aeroplane had dropped 
three bombs as the boat was leaving 
Kavala, which came within inches of 
strfking the ship. 

An eyewitness who described the 
entry of the Bulgarians into Kavala 
on Monday, said that three Greek regi- 
ments which had remained in the 
town -were given until 10 o’clock Tues- 
day morning to surrender as prisoners 
of war. At the expiration of this ulti- 
matum they gave up their arms after 
a slight resistance and were taken up 
country. 

The same man ‘said that 3,000 Greek 
troops had been camped on Thasos 
island in two camps. QOne camp of- 
fered to join the allies and the men 
were shipped to Saloniki. The second 
contingent refused to desert the Greek 
army and, the refugees said, the French

Shares Change Hands. 
Union Pagific Makes Sen- 
sational Rise—Other Rails 
Score Gains.

New York, September 15.—The re- 
deeming feature of today’s market, 
quite apart from the absence of the 
wild and spectacular fluctuations of the 
preceding day, was the forward move- 
ment in high-grade investment paying 
issues, which gave the list a degree 


of much needed strength. Trading was 
once mofe on a gigantic scale, the total 
turnover of 1,270,000 shares making the 
ninth consecutive full session in which 
dealings have run into seven figures. 
There were no signs at the outset of 
the irregularity and liquidation which 
caused such an abrupt crumbling of 
quoted values in yesterday's final hour. 
but from time to time the more specu- 
lative shares manifested some suscep- 
tibility to pressure. in point of fact, 
today’s final prices of leading rails and 


‘| industrials were higher than yester- 


day’s. 

Almost two score issues of various 
descriptions touched levels well over 
any of the year, and some, notably 
Union Paeific, which made an extreme 
gain of 3% points to 146%, were at 
their maximum prices since the war. 
Other potential leaders which rose 1 
to almost 3 points, included Southern 
Pacific, Great Northern and Northern 
th ala Atchison and New York Cen- 
ral. 

The rise in these stocks, it was point- 
ed out, may have been a belated recog- 
nition of their strong position as in- 
dicated by the recent report of the in- 
terstate commerce commission showing 
that the leading railways of the coun- 
try, for the first time in their history, 
piled up net earnings of more than a 
billion dollars in the last fiscal year. 
Many industrials and specialties made 
gains of 2 to 5 points, and Driggs Sea- 
bury, one of the newly listed munitions, 
was conspicuous for its advance of al- 
most 20 points to 111%.

All departments 
tended to establish that no Argentine 
wheat of any consequence was headed 
toward the United States, and that ow- 
ing to a lack of vessels no future 
large shipments could be looked for. 
On the other hand ,the bears made 
much of the fact that recent purchas- 
ing for the Greek government had 
turned out to be only half ds large as 
had been supposed. Bulls finally ap- 
peared to have obtained a clear ad- 
Vantage, however, after the receipt 0 
word that the crop situation in Ar- 
gentina was critical owing to the 
‘drought. Besides, the menacing Ar- 
gentine outlook, an enlargement of 
export sales in the United States had 
much to do with strengthening wheat 
prices here in the last hour. It was 
said foreigners had taken 3,000,000 
bushels within 48 hours and that tnere 
were orders for 3,000,000 bushels more 
at prices which were only to a slight 
degree out of line. 

t'rosts last night and more predict- 
ed for tonight carried corn values up- 
grade. Advances were checked by 
knowledge that a large percentage of 
the crop was out of danger. 

Oats derived finmness chiefly from 
corn and wheat. The seaboard gave 
notice of 400,000 bushels of oats sold 
for export.
